Freecei Egge For hap per 
Sam Bradley, Food Supervisor 
for the Texas Prison System^ now 
generally known as the Texas 
Department of Corrections, has 
won a moral as well as an eco­ 
nomic victory over 40,000 laying 
hens owned by the prison syriem, 
according to a news release from 
Huntsville. 


Bradley, charged with the rae- 
ponsCMUty of feeding nearly 46,* 
000 meals per day to inmates and 
employees, was concerned over 
fart that the toying hens while 
producing in excess of 700,000 
dosen egge each year, did 
produce their eggs on an equal 
monthly rate. I 
••We were getting more eggs 
than we could use during toe peak 
laying months, and then during 
the winter months, we had to 
purchase eggs on the open mar­ 
ket," according to Bradley who 
added, “So, we decided to do 
something about it.”
